London, Dec 7 — It is now consider- 
ed covtain that Lord K ; mborly will 
bo Lord Privy Sonl ; and Earl De 
Grey, President of tbo Privy Council. 
It is said that Sir Eonndell Palmer 
will bo appointed Lord Chief Justice 
of the Court of Appeals; tho Earl of 
Huntington, Lord Lioutonant of Ire* 
land j Mr Grosvenor, President of tbo 
Poor Law Board ; and Henry Bruce, 
Home Secretary ; the latter taking Sir

gow, and Bunk November 25th 700 
miles wostward of the Irish coast. Tho 
passengers and crow all took to tbo 
boats, five in number ; two oi thoso 
bo'Vs have boon picked up, and ono is 
known to bo capeizod and all on board 
loBt. Tho fate of tho people in the re- 
maining two boats is unknown. It, is 
now certain that lilty-two porr-onfl, 
including iho Captain ol tho Hibernia, 
aro saved; tho first tnato was drowned. 
Intelligonco lroui ho missing boa's is 
lookod for with groat anxiety. 



West Indies. 

Havana, Dec 7 — A pitched battle was 
fought between the regular troops and 
tho rebels at Mount Alta Gratia, near 
Porto Principe. Each Bido lost about 
500 killed ; both parlies claim tho vic- 
tory, but it is very difficult to obtain re- 
liable information. 

A battle has also been fought at 
Maran, in which tho Spaniards lost 100 
killed and the rebels 70. 

The latest news from Holquin is favor- 
able to the hopes of the loyalists, and re- 
inforcements have been sent thero. 

The Diario reports that somo rebels 
entered a private house near Santio and 
violated four girls in tho presence thc-ir 
parents. .

Governor Setmouh, oo Thursday, laid 
before tho Council a document which, 
taken as a whole for practical liberality and 
common sense excels any previous ema- 
natiou from the same source wo havo yet 
read. It in true, there are parargaphs 
in the document which would not 
carry off a prize for perspicuity ; but 
wo aro hoDestly of opinion that if His 
Excellency means but one-half ho says, 
a liberal policy is about to bo inau- 
gurated hero upon the broad basis of the 
public good, and to the exclusion of that 
sedtionalism or petty prejudico of which 
every Government should bo free. The 
most important clause in tho address is 
the one which redeems in somo measuro 
tho liberal pledge made shortly after His 
Excellency's arrival among us to nssumo 
charge of tho Uuited Colonics. While 
the concession is not bo great as has been 
asked, wo still regard it as a popular 
victory over officialdom, obtained after a 
long and severe struggle ; and it will bo 
the fault of tho pooplo themselves should 
they fail to secure a still greater triumph 
during the coming year. A groat deal 
depends, of course, upon the men who ar.c 
to be selected to act as popular advisers 
to the Government ; and tho public 
should know something of tho principles 
to which they havo striven to bo true, 
and of the proofs they havo given that 
they are and will be truo to them. But, 
after all, the question of the mon, though 
it ueceBsarily involves the question of 
principles, involves much more be 
sides; and no great popular contest 
can b6 fairly fought out unless you can 
obtain welUknown representative leaders, 
perfectly characteristic of tho principles 
they profess, as well as tho principles 
themselves, to struggle for. Another 
step — not much in itself, but still a step — 
is made towards liberalizing tho Legis- 
lative Council by allowing the people to 
elect, instead of selecting as heretofore, 
their leaders and sending their names in 
for the approval of the Governor. The 
Judicary remains in as unfortunate a 
muddlo as before. Tho Judiciary Bill 
has been disallowed by tho Imperial 
Government and tho Governor can hold 
out no hope cf an improvement until one 
of the two Chief Justices have been pro- 
Tided for elsewhere. Perhaps if the ju- 
dicial work can be performed by one 
gentleman without the assistnnco of a 
pusine Judge, il would be well to grant 
a retiring pension to the other— a pension 
that would be less in amount than the 
salary — and thus relievo both from tho 
unfortunate and awkward position in 
which they are placed by tho loose and 
slovenly wording of the Union Act. The 
peech attacks the unprogreasive principle 
of imposing royalties in cuses of mining 
leasos upon Crown Lands, a principle 
that ologsutho propor development of 
our mineral and fossil wealth by ro- 
pelliug capital. A bill to cure this 
evil is promised as a Government 
measuro. It will meet with a hearty 
welcome. Tbo qucstoon of Reciprocity 
is to be submitted to tho Council- 
His Excollonoy asks advice; and it is 
right that he Bbould have good coun- 
sel upon a policy so nearly affecting 
tho wholo Colony, tho adoption of 
■which would quicken with new lifo 
every interest, and open especially to 
our industrial purwuits a career of 
prooporiiy that nono among us baa 
Boarcoly a realizing sonso. According 
to tho Spooeh, tho quostion of Oonfod ■ 
eration remains stationary, pending 
tho settlement of tho Hudson Bay 
claims to tho Northwest Territory; 
but bin Esoollonoy's remark that 
'thoro is no Englishman who would not 
rejoico toseo a vast State, still under 
his own flag, extending from tho At- 
lantic to tho Pacific, convinces us that a 
union with our traDBmontano brothron 
haB como to bo regarded in official 
circles with a feeling of favor instead 
of that repugnanoi) ao prominontly 
exhibited a year ago. Than this, wo 
require no botJer ovidenco of tho noar 
approach of tho consummation of tho 
sohorae for iho consolidation of tho 
JBritiah North Amerioan Colonial Em- 
pire. Tho proposition toostablisha Sav 
ings' Bank under Government auspicos 
appears to us absurd. It Is ono of tho 
objootionablo foatnres of tho Spooeh. 
A Savings' Bank would contributo to 
swell tho oxponsos, but would prove 
a failuro so far us any practical public 
benefit wero concerned, no rnattorhow 
'good' tho security offered by tho 
general rovonuo might bo.

Tho financial condi- 
tion of tho country is pronounced 
satisfactory ; the Estimates for i860 will 
be " not unreasonable," and tho receipts 
and expenditures for 1868 will, it is bo* 
licved, approach to within a few dollars 
the Estimates. His Excollency draws 
attention to the important reduction 
(§07,0-13) which haB been made iu tho 
annual expenditure since Union ; but no 
further retrenchment is proposed, al- 
though there is still room for tho applica- 
tion of tho pruning-knifo. Important 
improvements in the navigation of the 
Fraser, tho relaying of buoy iu tho bar" 
bors, and tho building of a bridge across 
the harbor at the foot of Johnson street, 
aro urged.

Twc strangest idioByaera-y of the human 
race, perhaps, ia that of doubtir.g the prac- 
ticability and sucoesB of groat undertaking", 
and of offering to the last hour a persistent 
opposition to their adoption. The Overland 
railroad, tbe greatcBt of modern ideas, is a 
striking illustration ol this pitiful weakness 
in man. Yet what vf ill its opponents say 
now to tho paragraph we published a day 
or two since, giving the transit ol freight over 
this lino in its present unfinished Btate 7 
Twelve hundred sod seventy-five tone in one 
week, with five hundred more waiting ship- 
ment at Sacramento, and altogether require 
ing over one hundred and filly cars, is the 
grand result presented. Two questions of 
deep interest to ourselves arise out of this 
faot. First, is the American Continental 
railroad, wbioh before it is finished, begins 
with a freight business of 100,000 tons a 
year, a success? Second, what can wo do 
to participate in a business destined, when 
tho lice is cempleted, to be of such enormous 
magnitude? We answer, it is obvions. The 
line is a succers, and the next best thing for 
Great Britain to do is to imitato the 
example thus set her. Tho far-seoiog men in 
San Franoiaec and Sacramento, to whose per- 
sistent efforts the world owes this great boon, 
always contended that one line would never 
be sufficient, and (heir sagacious forosight is 
now confirmed. Let, then, tho people of 
England take up this idea in earnest, without 
fear of the future reward. Let them build a 
line at once over our portion of the conti. 
neDt and that line, like the California line, 
from the first hour of its existence will be 
over-orowded with freight; If this idea is 
not at once taken up by the natioD, and car- 
ried ont with the vigor ovinced by th 
Americana, wa may ba assured, that in less 
than two years the merchant marioe of Eng 
land will bo reduced to one-third of it 
present tonnage. 

A Runaway Tailor. — A tailor, whoso shop 
was on Government sireet about opposite our 
building, took advantage of the departure ' 
tbe Active one day last week to paok up bis 
goods and sai! away for Portland. Among 
the artioles which he failed to account lor 
were several pairs of trowsers and' two coats 
sent in for repair. Tho absconder in ono 
instance was really cruel. lie took away 
with him the best and only suit belonging to 
a worthy citizen and left him sans coat, sans 
vast, tans trowsers, sans everything but hi 
bat, lying in bed an entire day before tbe 
unfortunate man oould roplaoe tbe missing 
with new garments j and the worst ol tbo 
story is that tho unprincipled ninth part of a 
roan waa observed standing on tbe deck of 
the steamer as she moved off cutting a dash 
in tbe worthy citizen's ololhes. Could im 
pudence further go ? 

The Small Pox on Puoet Sound— Rav- 
ages among the Shipping .—The Bark Gon- 
eral Cobb is reported to be at Bellingham 
Bay with tbe small pox on board; Several 
more cases are reported to have occurred at 
Port Gamble from the ship David Hoadley. 
Great excitement exiita in consequence among 
employees of the Mill Coi A stampede oi 
fifty men is announced. Tbe bark Fremont 
and ship Dublin were released from quaran- 
tine last week. The Elizabeth Kimball ar- 
rived on Monday last at Port Townsend from 
San Francisco and went into quarantine, 
having two mses of small pox on board. 

The Small- Pox — San Francisco papers 
reoeived by the Wyanda stato that tbe sraull- 
pox continues to rage there unabated. The 
Bulletin mentions an instance ol a prominent 
citizen, deeply marked with the loathsomo 
disease, who leaped from his bed in a state 
of delirium aDd entered a fashionable drink- 
ing saloon whore a score of persons wore 
assembled. Tho ^rowd fled into the street 
iu a slato of great alarm, and it was somo 
time before the poor felk,/ could be pre- 
vailed upon to return to bis room:

Of course, it would be wrong 
to prejudge the affair before legally investi* 
gated; but if sustained, a sufficient example 
should bo made to dor.or others from a similar 
disgraceful oQeone.

honest men, and whioh we think it would 
be wrong in us to pass over in silence. 

Iu roferenee to the late trial in the suit of 
Mnir vs Morton, before the Chief Justice, 
which leBted several days, Mr Drake 
makes the following statement : 

' Messrs Muir inulead of getting $3685, 
the amount tbey claimed, only got, inoluding 
coats, $600, payable in account in China, 
and different bills of lading to those signed 
two months ago by the Captain.' 

Our claim against Captain Morton was 
as follows : 

Due upon charter party $1200 

Due for supplies to Capt Morton 

and admitted by him 100 74 

Twenty cords fire wood sold him 40 
Two spars, sold and delivered to 
him but refused when ho 
found his tackle would not

Copt Morton claimed that we had shipped 
tho fire wood as cargo, and that as cargo it 
was liable to freight under tbe terms of tbe 
Charter Party (nearly $40 a cord) a propos- 
ition too absurd for comment, and refused to 
give ub Bills ot Lading except with 13 cords 
of fire wood on them as shippod by us, (he 
reduced his original claim Irom 20 to 13 
oords, but why we could never learn,) and 
to compel him to give us proper Bills of 
Lading, damages wofo laid at $2000, 
about the value of the cargo beyond the 
advance to be made upon it by Capt Morton ; 
and Mr Drake thoroughly understood that 
tbe damages were nominal and would be 
discharged upon our receiving proper Bills of 
lading, and he had the right, if he (bought 
tbe damages too bigh, to apply to the Court 
and have them reduced, Mr Drake was in 
Court aud heard the judgment given by the 
Chiof Justice, but from bis loiter it would be 
charitable to suppose that it had been de- 
livered in a tongue unknown to him, so much 
does bis Blatoment differ from it, as tbe fol- 
lowing extructs from the judgmont, dispos- 
ing of tho various points made by our Coun* 
sel, will clearly show;

In addition to the above sum, amounting to 
$1977,00 that the Mnirs ' got,' and not $600 
paid in account in China, as stated by Mr 
Drake, we wero awarded tbo two spars. Nor 
was this all tbo Muirs ' got, ' for tho Chief 
Jualioo clearly saw the attempted fraud of 
Captain Morton in regard to tbe firowood, 
and decided that the Bill of Lading 
question, whioh was in reality tho most im. 
portant one for us, in our favor, thus virtually 
deciding that our claims for damages were 
correct. Wo bavo evory reason to be satis- 
fied wilh tbo judgment, having, we think, 
got every thing we claimed that was odjudi* 
catod upon, and not huving olaimed $3085, 
and 'only got, including costs, §600, payable 
in aocouut in Cbino/as stated by Mr Drake. 

We havo learned sinoe the departure of 
Capt Morton, that be was as anxious as wo 
wero, to submit tho matter to arbitration and 
have it settled, and twice wo agreed with a 



j gentleman acting for him under a Power 
[ ol Attorney, to refer tbo whole matter in dis- 
pute to the solo arbitrament of Capt Rayraur, 
and tvice Mr Drake preventod tho wishes of 
the parties in interest being carried out. 
Mr Drake made a proposition to refer to ar* 
bitration on Saturday, October 31st, 1868, on 
tbe baBis of the others that ho had thwarted; 
namely, he to deposit tbo sum of £3300 in 
oash and drafts which Capt Morion had left 
with him for tbe purpose of giving security 
and settling our claims, in the joint names of 
himself and our solicitor, and to refsr all mat- 
ters, as previously -agreod between Captain 
Morton's Attorney-in-fact and ourselves, to 
the sole arbitrament of Copt Rayranr. We 
accepted tbo proposition, and be was re- 
quested to sigh tbo memorandum, so to bring 
the matter to a dose. He refused to do this 
but said hs would got tbe Captain's sig- 
nature and communioate with us on 
the following Monday, and the very next 
morning after we had accepted his propoti* 
tion, throe men went down to Sooke to get 
tbe ship ont of tho harbor and away from the 
jurisdiction of the Court, and on Monday, 
instead of going into the arbitration, as we 
expected, we received information that the 
ahip waB being taken to sea. Mr Drake re- 
fused to go on with the arbitration, and the 
Bbipgot away. Wo naturally believed that he 
still had tho funds in his possession, anJ 
henco the motion before tbe Chief Justice to 
compel him to pay tbe same into Court, which 
he, for his own purpose, chooses to regard as 
a personal matter, and from hie extremely 
unpleasant demeanor to all persons taking 
any action in our ooncerns we have come to 
tho conolniion that even he finds it more 
amusing and profitable to Ggbt for suoh a 
jolly client as ono who puis his funds in bis 
hands and then goes into hiding, and cannot 
question tbe management of h ia affairs, than 
to be interested either pecuniarily or person- 
ally in any suit. 

We have not gone into this suit for our own 
amusement or with the deBire of coercing 
Capt Morton. From the first we offered to 
rerer it to the solo arbitrament of a gonlle- 
man of their own nomination, both before 
and nfter proceedings wero taken, and have 
uever for a moment receded from that offer, 
even in court, when we learned that Mr 
Drako held a power of Attorney to settle, 
and could have settled with us at any time 
since tbe commencement of tbe proceedings 
had it answered his purpoie, and also learn- 
ed that tbe $1300 left in his hands by Capt 
Morton had dwindled down to about $300 ; 
upon which bo claimed a lien for costs ; and 
that on the 24th Ootober the draft for £400 
had been returned to Capt Morton, that he 
was negotiating with us to deposit as security 
on tbe 3 1st Ootober. We were still glad to 
get tbo cato settled, and we foel vory thank- 
ful to tbe Chiof Justice for having pointod 
out a way to bring these harrassing and 
to us ruinous proceedings to a close. 

If these legal proceedings aro so unpalat- 
able lo Mr Drake, to whom they cost com- 
paratively nothing, what must they be to us 
whose very existence almost depends on our 
getting our engogoraonts carried out? We 
toiled literally night and day to out the 
cargo for tho Sarah March, and it seems a 
very cruel troatment that wo have received 
from Mr Drake— not tbo least part of which 
is the false impression intended to be convoy, 
ed by his letter, which, if uncontradicted, 
cannot fail to greatly injure our credit in thia 
community.

Eastern Slates. 

Washington, Dec 1G. — In the Senate 
Sherman reported a back resolution rogard 
ing tho paying of the public debt, declaring 
it is neither public policy nor good faith in 
tba nation to allow tbe redemption of fke» 
twenty bonds till tbo Government shall per- 
form a similar duty of paying its notes in 
coin, or making tbem equivalent thereto; 
that measures for tbe resumption of specie 
payments should be adopted as early as 
practicable. The resolution was laid on tho 
table to bo called up nt an early day. Also, 
without amendment, a resolution was intro- 
duced, in October, 1867, pledging tho faith 
ol the nation to Iho payment of tho publio 
debt in coin. 

New York, Deo 16. — Tho Herald's special 
states that the Panama Bay purchase has 
been completed.

Havana, Dec 16.— Tbo Government is ao- 
tivoly engaged Bearobing for political of- 
fenders, and many arrests hnve been made 
in this oity ; reinforcements have beon sent 
to the interior. Tho steamer Achilla arrived 
with tbo first dotaohmont of troops from 
Spain, two transports aro expected to arrive 
to-rnorrow, with two thousand men.

a suitable rece6S you may proooed to tho 
consideration of such mattora «s will then 



be laid before you.' At the conclusion of 
the reading, tho Commons withdrew to their 
chambers. 

The House of Lords then adjourned to tbe 
llth Febrnary. The House of Commons 
also adjourned to meet Doc 9th. • —
